Heath chastized the ASI Student Government for slashing the Men’s 
thictic program budget to $45,000. And he says that it is impossible 

to run a program of any merit with those funds 

Heath nay be correct, but he should have looked a little deeper 
into the prograi.. and the fuads before he spent his time writing 

The ASI allocated 945,200 of their budget to men’s athletics. But 
that is not where the money ends. Another $30,400 comes from gate 
receipts, $14,605 trom guarantees, $1,000 from preseason ticket sales 
and $600 from entry fees. The total of the above comes to $94,805 

Now, add another $12,000 from the Physical Education 
Department and the budget Wright has to deal with is $106.805. That 
is a far crv from $45,000
